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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's arguments filed 1/13/08 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
The proposed amendment to claim 1 introduces new issues, as the amended claim 1 was never examined with numerous dependent 
claims. 

Claim 1 and 19 new matter issues, indicated in the Final Office action, are not resolved. 

The limitations of claim 1 and 19, directed to "a plurality of combinations of packet-pattern attributes, each combination assigned a 
different security classification" are not supported by the disclosure, as filed. 

Table 2 and corresponding text, [0046]-[0051], are directed to three valid combinations of packet-pattern attributes: type I, type II and type 
III, wherein IPSec Security Parameter Index is included in only one (type II) pattern and does not indicated different security classification, 
assigned to a plurality of combinations of packet-pattern attributes. 

IPSec Security Parameter Index of Table 2 is one of many attributes and does not indicate a step of assigning different security 
classification to combinations of packet-pattern attributes. .
